24. (Currently amended) A method of diagnosing colon cancer comprising: 

a) determining the level of a nucleotide sequence comprising a sequence at least 98% 
identical to SEQ ID NO: 167, or a Ml complement thereof, in a patient sample comprising colon 
tissue; and 

b) comparing the level of the nucleotide sequence in (a) to a level of the nucleotide 
sequence in a second sample, said second sample comprising non-cancerous colon tissue; 

wherein a patient sample with a level of expression the nucleotide sequence at least 50% 
less than the level of expression of the nucleotide sequence in the second sample is indic ative of 
a dccrcaoc of at least 50% betwe e n the lovol of the nucleotide sequence in (a) and th e level of the 
nucl e otide sequence in th e second s ample indicat es that th e patient has colon cancer ..and 
wherein the nucleotide sequence at least 98% identical to SEP ID NO: 167 has the sam e cell 
proliferation activity as SEP ID NO: 167 .

26. (Previously presented) The method of claim 24 wherein the nucleotide 
sequence comprises SEQ ID NP:167. 

27. (Currently amended) A method of diagnosing colon cancer comprising: 
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(a) determining the level of a nucleotide sequence comprising SEQ ID NO: 1 67, or a Ml 
complement thereof, in a patient sample comprising colon tissue ;and 

(b) comparing the level of the nucleotide sequence in (a) to a level of the nucleotide 
sequence in a second sample, said second sample comprising non-cancerous colon tissue; 

wherein a patient sample with a level of expression of the nucleotide sequence at least 50% 
less than the level of expression of the nucleotide sequence in the second sample is indicative of 
a d e cr e ase of at l e apt 50% between the l e vel of th e nucleotide se qu e nce in (a) and the lev e l of the 
nucleotide s e quence in the second sample indicates that the patient has colon cancer. 

Claim 28 (Cancelled) 

29. (Previously presented) The method of claim 24 or claim 27 wherein the 
decrease between the level of the nucleotide sequence in (a) and the level of the nucleotide 
sequence in the second sample is at least 100%.
